Speaker Reed, although it is 
not customary for him to vote, had his 
name called, and, amid the cheers of his 
follower*, went on record in opposition 
to the resolution. 
Th( vote was roached after Avo honrs 
af debate under a sjHvial order adopted 
at the op 'Ding of- tho session. The lim­ 
ited time it!lowed for debate and the 
pressure of members for an opportunity 
to be heard was so great that tho lead­ 
ers on both sides were compelled to farm 
out tho time by minutes. This de­ 
tracted much from the continuity of tho 
discussion, but it also in a measure in­ 
tensified the interest. 
The galleries 
were crowded, and the combatants on 
the floor were cheered by their resprect- 
ire sympathisers. 
Many senators were 
present to listen to the arguments. 
The majority, under the leadership cf 
Dingley, who made a carefully pre­ 
pared speech, sounding the keynote of 
tho opposition, assumed the position 
that the last clause of the resolution 
was in reality a disguised declaration 
for the free coinage of stiver, while the 
assaulting Democrats, nuder the direc­ 
tion of Mr. Bailey, maintained that the 
debut of the resolution was another 
step in the direction of tho establish­ 
ment of the gold standard, to which 
tliey alleged both the president and Sec­ 
retary Gage irrevocably committed the 
Republican party. 
The debate was at times fast and 
heated, but there was no sensational in­ 
cidents beyond the hissing of Mr. Rhea 
(Kv.) when he said that as the author 
of tho “crime of ’78” tho hottest place 
in hades would be reserved for the pres­ 
ent secretary of state.

Daniel T. Lawson, a well known resi* 
ten t of Wellsville, has been surprising 
Pittsburg with ideas and theories re­ 
garding the moses for the explosion of 
boilers. 
He was snmmoned thoro to 
testify in the inquest on the death of the 
men who were killed when the Percy 
Jtilsey blew up a few weeks ago. He is 
•aid to be the only man who ever sue* 
eeeded in blowing up a boiler laten* 
tionally. 
In discussing the matter with a re­ 
porter Mr. Lawson said: “ In the first 
place boiler explosions are never causod 
by low water. 
Neither are they the re­ 
sult of the generation of gases in the 
boiler, nor do they result directly from 
carrying more steam pressure than is 
Judicious. Water is the explosive in 
boilers, and under the proper conditions 
the greater the amount of water in the 
boilers the more terrific will be the ex­ 
plosion. 
“Of course this is contrary to the ac­ 
cepted theories that have been held since 
the use of steam was first discovered. 
That my idea is correct I think I have 
demonstrated. In brief it is this: When 
a boiler is carrying IOO pounds of steum 
the water is heated to 840 degrees. 
Under atmospheric pressure it would 
turn to steam at 212 degrees. Now, if 
by any one of a dozen causes, the pr«§- 
•nre in the boiler is suddenly reduce*. | 
the super-heated water will turn to 
•team instantaneously. If the produc­ 
tion of steam is suddenly checked the 
boilers will receive a severe blow. I sup 
pose there is not a boiler in use that does 
not receive shocks of this kind almost 
daily. The removal of pressure on boil­ 
ers, followed by a sudden check, is cer­ 
tain to produce a shock on the boilers. 
If the removal of pressure be extensive 
and the ensuing check quick enough the 
boilers will explode. 
“These conditions might have oc­ 
curred in the Percy Kelsey case by a 
broken feed water pipe, that threw 
comparatively cold 
water into the 
steam in the boilers, aud condensed it. 
Prom what I can learn the Kelsey’s 
boilers were torn into fragments. This 
proves that there was an explosion. 
Boilers would not be destroyed iii that 
way from merely carrying too much 
steam. The weakest part in that case 
would let. go. possibly with very seri­ 
ous effects, but there would be no ex­ 
plosion.” 
Mr. Lawson has collected data regard­ 
ing thousands of boiler explosions on 
land aud water, and maintains that his 
theory will fit every case. In former 
years he was much ridiculed, but now 
experts are coming around to his views, 
and even those who do not indorse them 
admit that they are backed by logical 
reasoning. He has invented a device to 
prevent explosions, and there are many 
who think that the government ought 
to have a series of tests conducted to 
ascertain whether his invention is in­ 
fallible. 
If his theory is true there is no safety 
around a boiler. The most careful en 
gineer cannot guard against an ex­ 
plosion, and the most careless might 
pass his whole life without producing 
one. 


O dd P h en o m en o n R eported P rom th e Vi­ 
c in ity o f Sal I na, R u n . 
According to a report brought to Sa­ 
lina, Kan., recently by T. E. Keith, su­ 
perintendent of the county farm, seven 
miles southwest of there, the imps of 
the air must have been rolling snowballs 
over that section of the state the other 
night. He is authority for the statement 
that during the snowstorm last night 
the snow fell not in feathery flakes, as 
it is accustomed to do, but descended 
in balls and blocks, leaving the ground 
dotted with spherical and rectangular 
heaps of the beautiful. The balls ranged 
in size from that of a large orange to 
that of a musk melon, and the blocks 
bad the dimensions of a three gallon 
water bucket. 
The county farm was the center cf 
the phenomenal precipitation, which 
covered an urea of two gquaro miles, 
ranging from northeast to southwest. 
About 12 acres of the couoty farm pre 
tented the appearance of a melon patch 
to which a coating of whitewash had 
been administered. 
Mr. Keith witnessed the phenome­ 
non, which took place at about 
0 
o’clock, and said the atmosphere bad 
the appearance of being filled with 
white footballs. The balls aud blocks 
of snow were not hard, but wero suffi­ 
ciently firm to retain their shape after 
alighting on the ground. Tim Hayne’s 
farm, adjoining the county farm, was 
visited by the strange phenomenon, as 
were also two or threo other farms iii 
the vicinity. 
Snow began falling in this vicinity 
early iii the morning aud con tinned at 
intervals until midnight, tho total pre­ 
cipitation 
amounting to about 
two 
inches. The phenomenon lasted for a 
few minutes only aud was witnessed by 
a number of reliable persons, all of j 
whom agree in pronouncing 
it 
the 
strangest sight they ever saw.—-Kansas 
City Times.

The laud was bought from Captain 
Foster W. Vankirk, a distiller of Rose­ 
dale, N. J., and the modest figure at 
which Mr. Cleveland acquires possession 
is $000. 
It is conceded by experts in Jethoy 
topography that Mr. Cleveland’s pur­ 
chase is beautifully adapted to his pur­ 
pose. 
Tho 84 acres are thickly wooded and 
well watered.

“ Hawaii will try to remain an inde­ 
pendent republic should the United 
States acuate refuse to adopt the annex­ 
ation treaty now pending. 
We are, of 
1 course, without a navy or an army. We 
woald be entirely unable to defend our­ 
selves against any maritime power that 
might come along. The republic would 
be almost at the m e rry of any grasping 
kingdom or principality, save only in 
the possibility of assistance from friend­ 
ly nations with which we have treaty 
rights.M 
President Sanford Ballard Dole while 
at Chicago recently gave this as his 
idea of the future of the “ Paradise of 
the Pacific.” He also said: 
“ I really can’t say how many Ha­ 
waiians are in favor of annexatiou and 
how many are opposed to it. 
There is 
no way of finding out. 
The royalists 
would tell you, some of them, that all 
Hawaiians are opposed to it. 
This is 
not true. I cannot say what proportion 
of the natives are in favor of annexa­ 
tion. 
The Portuguese are generally in 
favor of it. The Portuguese consol says 
it woald be a very great advantage for 
the Portuguese of the island. 
I think 
the Germans generally are in favor of 
it. The Amt ricunsare practically a unit 
for it. 
Tile Englishmen are divided; 
some of the strongest annexationists are 
English; many of the English oppose it. 
There is no other proposition of annexa­ 
tion before the Hawaiians, und if the 
senate refuses to adopt the treaty before 
it I suppose the republio will go along 
as it is at present. 
“ We are not strong enough to fight 
any of the great powers. But all of our 
constitution and our legislation for some 
time past, while it bas looked forward 
to annexation, yet has completely pre­ 
pared the way for the republic to con­ 
tinue indefinitely. We should not re­ 
quire any legislation for the continua­ 
tion of the republic.” 
“ The nonsectarian free school systom 
In effect in Hawaii is very much less 
sectarian than yon have in the United 
States, because the constitution prevents 
the government giving any assistance 
with money to any private schools 
whatever, lf there are any franchises to 
be handed out, the government does it. 
“ The streets of Honolulu are fiue; 
they are macadamized. Tho telephone 
system is a private enterprise under cer­ 
tain protection by the government. The 
company is permitted to use the streets. 
The streets are lighted by electricity by 
the government. A company with a 
franchise lights the houses. The water­ 
works.is a government enterprise.

“ There is a tarm on almose every­ 
thing imported by Hawaii except what 
is exempted under the treaty with the 
United States. The United States is the 
most favored nation as far as treaties 
go. That is due to a reciprocal treaty, 
and is not supposed to apply to any oth­ 
er nation. That was entered into in 
1876; it went into force in 1876. There 
is barely any difference of opinion among 
the people of Hawaii as to the benefits 
of the protective tariff. That question 
has hurdly ever been agitated. There 
bas been a protective tariff in regard to 
coffee, but there has been very little agi­ 
tation in regard to protection in the 
island. 
“ Coffee and sugar, rice, fruits aud 
bides are the staple products, and a good 
many minor articles are sources of rev­ 
enue. 
Americans are coming all the 
time to take up land and raise coffee. 
That is the popular thing with Amer­ 
icans. 
A great many Americans go 
there with a small capital. They receive 
the grants of land from the government, 
aud some men of large capital have 
been there prospecting, men who want­ 
ed to take large tracts of land for coffee. 
Some lands have been purchased from 
private parties, 
Tin re is no monopoly 
of laud in the hands of private individ­ 
uals, but some private individuals who 
bold largo tracts of knd do not put them 
on the market. 
“ The governaui ut, uuduT the present 
system, cannot sell more than 1,000 
acres in one piece. 
Tho sales also ha ,*e 
to be at auction. The present laud policy 
aud land laws, in regard to any special 
character about them, are aimed to give 
opportunity to more mea than to help 
or to consider rich men, capitalists. We 
have a provision in the land laws by 
which lands are surveyed in small sec­ 
tions and furnished to any citizens or 
denizens who wish to take them up 
without buying them. They take a lease 
for 1,000 years, and the laud belongs to 
them and their descendants as long as 
they keep it, as long as they use it as a 
home, without any charge whatever 
except taxes. 
“ They cannot sell land taken in this 
way; neither can they devise it or mort­ 
gage i t 
It seemed necessary to have a 
provision of that kind for the poorer 
Hawaiians, because they are not thrifty. 
If you give them a little credit, they 
are apt to lose it. 
And then there are 
other provisions by which lands are 
taken up first as leases, which can be 
changed into fee simple titles. 
Those 
are purchased lands, for which the gov­ 
ernment gets money. It requires a term 


! wnicn the land can do purchased by 
' paying its fair value. 
“ There was a limit placed en the 
amount of laud that coaid bo cold to 
•ny one person in any one tract. 
It 
does not prevent a capitalist from buy­ 
ing a good deal of land. 
For instance, 
the limit is 1,000 acres. A man applied 
recently for a piece cf 1,600 acres. There 
was no reason why that should not be 
sold. aud wo cut is in two pieces of 760 
acres each aud sold them both at auc­ 
tion, and he got both. 
But it gave a 
chance for other people to bid who 
could not have bought the larger piece. 
—Chicago Tim es-Herald. 


UNEXPECTED IMMERSION. 


In c id en t o f Mr. Lewis* T rip* to Som e o f 
Ills C o n stitu en ts. 
While Representative James Hamil­ 
ton Lewis of Washington state, the best 
dressed man in the house, was recently 
looking after his political fences an ac­ 
cident befell bim which bas not been 
chronicled in the metropolitan press. 
Mr Lewis did not attend the sessions of 
the Fifty-fifth congress in the last clays 
of the dying year, preferring to get in 
closer touch with his constituents. One 
of the journeys incident to this prelim 
iuary campaigning took him up in the 
vicinity of the Nooksack river, where 
he went primarily to look into the pos­ 
sibilities of opening that waterway more 
completely to navigation and inciden­ 
tally to make a political speech on the 
dominant issues. 
Now, the Nooksack river has recent­ 
ly been filled with logs, cut in the vir­ 
gin forests, to be floated down to the 
great sawmills, where they are manu­ 
factured into lumljer. The residents in 
the vicinity of the floating logs are ac­ 
customed to cross upon them from bank 
to bauk with facility, and Mr. Lewis, 
wont always to do as the Romans do, 
attempted to cross also. Clad in his silk 
tile, Prince Albert, patent leather shoes 
and dun colored gaiters—for Mr. Lewis 
dresses the same when mingling with 
bis constituents as he does when touch 
ing elbows with the elite of the nation­ 
al capitol—he stepped upon the treach­ 
erous timber. Not being us used to log 
rolling as river drivers are, the result 
was immediately disastrous, aud Repre­ 
sentative Lewis sank beneath the wa­ 
ter, only his hat remaining between 
the whirling trunks to mark the local­ 
ity of his disappearance. 
His political 
companions promptly fished him out 
and provided him with woodsmen’s ap­ 
parel at a neighboring cabin. But Mr. 
Lewis, whose resources have been proved 
more than once by his readiness in house 
debate, was nothing daunted. He ad­ 
dressed his fellow citizens the same 
evening on current political issues, and 
bis hearers were none the less attentive 
because of his unexpected immersion.— 
Washington Post.

Iring about the result looked for. With 
9nt your hearty co-operation we fear 
that history may repeat itself, as similar 
reft mis have been advocated in the past, 
with but one result—killed in commit­ 
tee. 
"Two measures particularly we ask 
jon to endorse, abolishing the fee system 
It placing all 
county officers on a 
inlary, and the amendment of the ta 


laws to change the present method of 
greeting boards of equalization and as- 
icssors, by having the boards appointed 
by the court of common pleas, said 
boards to appoint the assessors. This 
woald take this most important branch 


af oar tax laws out of politics, give us 
representative, competent 
men, 
and 
«oald hut result in the tax duplicate be­ 
ing materially increased. 
"The income of county officials, as a 
rale, is far in excess of what it should 
ba. growing larger year after year, 
while the commodities of life are lower, 
gad the end not in sight. 
Is it fair or 
jnst to the taxpayer that some officials 
•hould draw from $3,000 to $6,000 per 
year for their services, while others get 
from $800 to $1,500?” 
"Why pay one officer three or four 
times aa much as another, when the 
work and responsibility are no greater? 
The system is wrong, the practice bad, 
and should at once be corrected and for­ 
ever abolished ” 
•'One other amendment w e will call 
your attention to—the purchase of sup­ 
plies 
As the commissioners must pay 
for them, we feel that we ought also to 
bay them, and we therefore feel justi­ 
fied in demanding of the legislator the 
right and power to purchase all supplies 
for the county. 
Will you assist us by 
widorsing these bills?”

If a few years ago rn a sic had been de­ 
clared to bo as necessary in education 
as in mathematics or physics, the state­ 
ment would have been received with 
amazement, if not with derision.

early aim of common school education 
Was the making of practical men aud 
Women, and by “ practical” was meant 
a preparation for the ordinary bread­ 
winning affairs of life. Not that the 
moral side of education was ignored, 
but it was believed that the three R ’s 
and the bard aud fast sciences, together 
with a general indorsement of religion 
and good ethics, were sufficient factors 
in character building and all that the 
schools should supply. 
Music, litera­ 
ture and drawing, if they found any 
place in the curriculum, were merely 
incidents that were rot sufficiently 
practical to be requisites nor was their 
more subtle and potent influence on the 
character and the higher development 
of the mind appreciated or perceived. 
Ornamental they might be, but they 
were not believed to be useful. Only a 
visionary 
sentimentality 
considered 
these arts as necessary to pnblic educa­ 
tion. Today art, in a broad sense, occu­ 
pies a far higher place in the regard of 
every educator of note and of every 
man who is alive to the interests of 
well balanced and symmetrical educa­ 
tion. 
In fact, the art influence in edu­ 
cation is coming to be adequately ap­ 
preciated, aud art is no longer considered 
an incident in life, but rather the real­ 
ity itself. 
We are not attempting to detract 
from the nobility cf labor. That ednca 
tion which founds industries, which 
adds to the comfort of mankind, which 
makes possible the cultivation of the 
arts, we must recognize, uphold and ad­ 
mire, but that education which tells 
us we are not altogether commercial 
machines; that to love something for its 
innate beauty and not for its pecuniary 
worth is wise and good; that by loving 
harmony of sound we may comp to 
love harmony of deeds; that tones 
which speak to us of others’ sorrows, 
making us forget self, may be of more 
worth in the end than much positive 
science—such education we are begin­ 
ning to revere and to set! in it the most 
practical method of developing sweeter 
women and uobler men.—Philadelphia 
Times.

Miner* G enerous W ith Gold. 


Two missionaries were last August 
sont to the Klondike by two Now York 
women under the auspices of the Pres­ 
byterian board of Home Missions 
The 
names of the women are kept a secret 
by Hie board. 
A letter has recently been received by 
Mr. D. J. McMillan, corresponding sec­ 
retary of the board, from these mission­ 
aries—the Rev. S. Hall Young aud Dr. 
W. A. McEwen. 
The letter is from 
Dawson City and is dated Dec. I. 
It 
was carried from Dawson City to the 
nearest outpost of civilizatiou by Jimmy 
Jackson, an Indian, who has a record 
for going where no other man can go. 
The letter announces the establish­ 
ment of the first church in the Klondike 
nnd says that there is food enough there 
to last till spring with economy. 
If 
provisions reach the miners by the let 
of April, the danger of absolute want 
will be entirely passed. 
Mr. Young writes that he and bis 
companion are the only missionaries 
who reached Klondike City, two miles 
from Dawson City, their destination, 
before the winter set in. Since then, of 
course, nobody has arrived I boro. 
They started at once to provide a 
place of warship for the miners. On 
this point Mr. Young writes: 
" I found a newly erected two story 
house 
belonging 
to a saloonkeeper, 
whic h he offered to let us have on the 
following terms: The large room on the 
first floor one month for $100 in ad­ 
vance, or the whole honse (there are six 
8 by IO rooms in the upper story) until 
May IO, seven months, for $850, giving 
tive days to raise the money. 
“ Well, I prayed and hustled and 
called on several friends. First, I got 
the $100, which secured the room for 
the next Sunday. I advertised aud had 
a nice meeting, attendance, 50; collec­ 
tion. $40. 
“ Then I arranged to sublet the up­ 
stairs rooms at $20 per month each. 
They are little, rough, cold, unfurnished 
boxes, but were eagerly snapped up the 
fir.'* day. 
I got the renters to advance 
ail they could and borrowed the rest 
from tile gold commissioner, Mr. Paw ­ 
ed. At the expiration of five days I 
paid the other $750 and got the lease of 
the bnilding. ” 
But there were troubles ahead. On 
the 21st of November one of the lodgers 
came home filled with whisky. 
Al­ 
though caudles 
were 
worth 
$1.60 
apiece, he lighted one and then kicked 
it over. The building was burned to 
the ground. 
The pluck of the missionaries bad 
aroused the enthusiasm of the miners, 
however, and gold was forthcoming in 
paying quantities. Mr. Young argued 
for aud won the observance of Sunday 
in the camp, aud the “ opera house,” 
which had been used for other purposes 
on that day is now the church. 
Somebody stole two bags of flour from 
the missionaries, but the thief has been 
forgiven. The missionaries have started 
a Young People’s Society of Christian 
Endeavor aud a branch of the Y. M. 
C. A. 
The letter closes: 
“ I walked over 20 miles on Tuesday 
with the thermometer at 87 degrees be­ 
low zero, made 11 calls aud found about 
SO church people who will attend the 
meetings. 
“ Flour is $1.50 per pound; candles, 
$1.50 apiece; meat, $1.25 per pound, 
and other food in proportion. Flour can 
hardly be had at any price and grocer­ 
ies can scarcely be bought at the stores. 
“ Un the other hand, some of the 
mines are pouring forth constant streams 
of gold and there is no difficulty in pay­ 
ing obligations. ” 
The letter has been ueut by Mr. Mc­ 
Millan to the two women who sent out 
the missionaries.—New York World.

COLONIZATION S CHE ME. 


Syndicate of flilr » e o Capitalist* 
Have 
Purchased a lllg Ranch In M exico. 
A Chicago syndicate, with $1,000,000 
capital, has negotiated for the purchase 
of the Lopez ranch said to be tho lar­ 
gest ranch in northern Mexico. August 
J em berg, a real estate man of Chicago, 
started recently for Mexico to clinch the 
deal by making the first payment. 
Tho 
syndicate has agreed to pay *800,000 for 
the ranch. The purchase is probably the 
largest of its kind negot iated by Chicago 
capitalists in a number of years. 
The 
ranch embraces 1,200,000 acres of roll­ 
ing prairie land. Besides its agricultur­ 
al richness it contains valuable deposits 
of asphaltum. Thirty thousand bead of 
cattle are included in the purchase. 
The principal scheme of the purchas­ 
ers was revealed by Mr. Jeruberg before 
he left for Mexico. 
He suid: “ We in­ 
tend to colonize the big ranch as soon 
as we can get around to it. 
The syndi­ 
cate will take colonists down there us 
fast as possible and sell them laud in 
different sections of the state of Tamau- 
lipas, where the ranch is located. “ 
In 
the Pecos valley, Texas, the coloniza­ 
tion plan has been a marked success. 
Fifty families from Wisconsin have 
been located there, and a flourishing 
town has grown up. 
One of the largest 
creameries in the south is about to be 
built there under t be direction of ex-Gov- 
ernor W. D. Hoard of Wisconsin, who is 
famous as a dairyman. The same plan is 
to bo tried on the Lopez ranch.—New 
York Tribune.

the enlightenment of 
seekers after 
knowledge, Mrs. Hearst has invited the 
best architects in every civilized nation 
to compete and bas provided a generous 
reward for the one who shall be adjudg­ 
ed successful as well as compensation for 
those who are not. For over a year Mrs. 
Hearst has bad her agents traveling all 
over the world to interest the best archi­ 
tects of all countries in this competi­ 
tion and in securing the consent of emi­ 
nent men to act as judges. 
This work 
was recently completed and was follow­ 
ed on the 15th of this month by the is­ 
suance of a programme of the purposes 
of Mrs. Hearst with reference to the 
university, with maps of the present 
grounds and buildings, and full and de­ 
tailed information as to what would be 
expected of tho contestants for the prize 
which she offers. 
She has set apart a 
sum total of $20,000 to be devoted to 
premiums for the best plans. 
At least 
$8,000 of this is to be the first prize, 
and the remainder for other premiums. 
No less than five plans are to be given 
prizes, but the jury retains the right to 
distribute the total allotment of money 
among a greater number of plans, tak­ 
ing into consideration the number and 
merit of the compositions submitted. 
But this $20,000 for tho prizes does 
not begin to represent the outlay which 
Mrs. Hearst will make just for these 
plans alone. She has paid all the ex­ 
penses of securing the services of a com­ 
petent jury to award the premiums and 
iii addition will pay all the expenses of 
architects successful in the preliminary 
awards who wish to see the location of 
the university and study the situation 
on tho spot. It is believed the total ex­ 
pense of conducting this competition 
will be fully $50,000. 
Nothing, of course, will be done or 
can be done toward building the pro­ 
posed new university until the plans 
have been decided upon by this contest, 
bot there is already $4,000,000 in dona­ 
tions pledged to the fulfillment of the 
scheme when this shall have been de­ 
termined. 
Of this a large amount is 
supposed to represent the pledge of Mrs. 
Hearst. How much is not known, nor, 
indeed, is it known how much more she 
intends to give. Mr. Edward H. Clark, 
the manager of the Hearst estate, with 
offices in the Mills building, New York, 
says he does not know, aud be doubts if 
Mrs. Hear»st herself has fully decided. 
It has been stated, however, that Mrs. 
Hearst offered to erect two buildings at 
her own expense, one of which was to 
be a memorial to her late husband, 
So far Mrs. Hearst’s donations to the 
university have not been large in the 
light of what she intends to do, but she 
bas always been thoughtful of the in­ 
stitution's needs and has given several 
material contributions. 
She has en­ 
dowed eight scholarships to bring a 
college course within the reach of girls 
not otherwise able to afford it. She was 
appointed a regent of the university last 
year. 
The outline of the scheme of the new 
university presents a good picture of the 
grandness of the result when achieved 
and the largeness of the spirit behind 
the movement. The conditions call for 
28 buildings, and the collection is in­ 
tended to include all that could in any 
way be found necessary to teach the 
higher branches of learning. Each de­ 
partment is to have as near as may be 
its own building or buildings. 
To give an idea of the magnitude of 
the plan a list of the buildings provided 


for Cs only necessary. 
These include: 
Administration building, with innumer­ 
able offices; uuivetrdty library, univer­ 
sity museum, auditorium, with lecture, 
concert and t h e a t e r arrangements; mil­ 
itary establishment, with l e c t u r e rooms, 
libraries, museum, gallery of models, 
armories, sheltered court for drills aud 
drill field ; gymnasium, two large halls, 
each provided with 200 dressing rooms 
mid IOO shower baths, two swimming 
tanks and a large drilling and exercis­ 
ing field; printing and publishing es­ 
tablishment; habitation, buildings for 
the assistant doctor, chief superintend­ 
ent, head (rf the material department 
and his family; lodgings for 3,000 stu­ 
dents; clubhouses for undergraduates, 
for alumni, for professors aud officers; 
infirmary, 
with sickrooms, gardens, 
courts, baths, physicians’ consulting 
rooms, drawing rooms, dining rooms, 
kitchen and pantry; approach and com­ 
munication, paths, stairways, porches, 
buildings for general service, plant for 
beat aud light, telegraph station!', pneu­ 
matic service, warehouse, fire depart­ 
ment, gardening, departments of in­ 
teraction in general, various offices and 


o o h venionces; department of philosophy 
and pedagogy, one lecture room for 400 
students, ten lecture rooms for 30 to 60 
students, 12 laboratories for experiments; 
in like manner many lecture rooms for 
the departments of jurisprudence, his­ 
tory and political science, ancient and 
modern languages, mathematics, phys­ 
ics, astronomy, chemistry, national his­ 
tory, zoology, botany, fine arts, agricul­ 
ture, mechanical and civil engineering. 
Every detnil of these proposed build­ 
ings is outlined with great care and de­ 
tail. For instance, in the department of 
chemistry it is provided that there shall 
be fireproof rooms for furnaces, bombs 
and explosives, dark rooms for photo­ 
graphic aud similar experiments, sepa­ 
rate rooms for poisonous gases and glass 
covered courts for outdoor work. 
That there will be ample funds to 
carry out 
this magnificent purpose 
seems certain. Besides the $4,000,000 
already pledged, aud of which Mrs. 
Hearst is supposed to be the largest con­ 
tributor, the present resources of the 
university are valued at nearly $9,000,- 
000, and in addition to the income from 
this source the institution gets yearly 
from the United States $400,000 and 
$250,000 from the state tax. 
But Mrs. Hearst would be fully able 
to carry her dream of the most magnifi­ 
cent university in the world to reality 
with ber own resources if it should be 
necessary. 
When Senator Hearst died, 
his estate was inventoried at $20,000,- 
000, aud it bas been variously estimated 
since at from $10,000,000 to $35,000,- 
000. 
Mrs. Hearst, with whom this splen­ 
did idea originated, is a woman of edu­ 
cation and learning aud in addition to 
speaking several of the modern lan­ 
guages fluently is well versed in Greek 
aud Latin. She bas long been identified 
with many departments of woman’s 
work, especially in educational lines. 
She has founded and maintained many 
free kindergartens aud is one of the 
promoters of the proposed national uni­ 
versity at Washington, in accordance 
with the ideas of the nation’s first pres­ 
ident.—Chicago Tribune.

FEATHER LAMP SHADES. 


T he 
la t e s t 
N ovelty 
M ade Out of th* 
Plum age of B irds. 
The latest novelty in the way of a 
lamp shade is made out of the soft, 
smooth lying under feathers taken from 
the breast and head of large birds. 
These shades are not intended to screen 
the entire flame. 
They are set on one 
side of the glass globe and are about as 
big as a very full moon, or an oval 
moon, if that shape is liked better. An 
owl shade for a reading lamp is made of 
the gray aud white mottled feathers of 
the ordinary gray owl and is designed 
in tho exact likeness of the owl’s head. 
The short curv< d beak, the prominent 
eyes, with their rimmed circles, and the 
upstanding ears are all reproduced. Such 
a shade costs $2. 75. One representing a 
white o v i’s head is sold for 50 cents 
more owing to the scarcity of the white 
owl. 
There are cheaper feather shades, 
made from dyed feathers put together 
iii stereotyped patterns, and there are 
rare aud delicate shades contrived of 
rich tinted bird of paradise feathers 
and the blended hues that hint of the 
peafowl’s plumage. The sober grays and 
pale browns and shaded wood tints of 
the hawk aud the heron are most sought 
for, but the bright colored feathers 
make an effective shade for a drawing 
room lamp or fo| one used in a room 
requiring gay colors. Tiny candle shades 
scarcely larger than a seashell and 
prettily curved are also made of feath­ 
ers, and tho effect is novel and pretty. 
In all cases the back of the feather 
shade is covered with silk of neutral 
tint. These novelties are neither heavy 
in weight nor heavy to look at.—-New 
York Sun.

The 
I resident appreciates th a t th is is true. 
He had a long talk w ith A ssistant Sec­ 
retary of the N avy Roosevelt a few days 
ago, and tbut official assured bim th a t 
flu re are m any im p o rtan t th in g s in 
w hich the navy is deficient. 
W hile some of th e ships, such aa the 
battleships Indiana, M assachusetts and 
Iowa, the arm ored cruiser B rooklyn 
and a few others are flue vessels of 
their respective types, they can hard ly 
bo effective ag ain st a force of m odern 
vestals such aa a foreign nation w onld 
scud against na in tim e of w ar. 
If the 
navy w ere equipped w ith th e b a ttle ­ 
ships K earsarge, K entncky, A labam a, 
Illinois and 
W isconsin, 
th e 
service 
m ight be in condition for an em ergency, 
but th e first tw o ships w ill not be ready 
for service u n til the la tte r p art of next 
year, and th ere is no tellin g w hen the 
Alabam a, W isconsin and Illin o is w ill be 
available. 
C ongress authorized these 
tb rw vesels, but failed to m ake p ro v i­ 
sions for th e ir arm or. 
One of the w orst fa u lts of th e navy 
aH it exists today is its lack of dry- 
docks, 
In case of w ar the battleships 
w ould be badly crippled as a result*of 
tho absence of these structures. 
D ry- 
dock No. 8, in B rooklyn, is a failu re; 
rho P ort R oyal dry dock w ill not be 
used by tho departm ent for fear th a t it 
m ny give w ay, and thoro is no other 
dock on th e A tlan tic coast th a t can be 
used by a battleship. In case of w ar the 
problem th a t w ould confront the navy 
wonld be, W here can battleships bo sent 
to bo docked? 
" I t is a m istake to th in k th a t a dock 
can be bnilt in a d a y ,” said a naval offi­ 
cer of high rank w ith w hom I talked re ­ 
cently. " I t takes a yea? tq h u ild a float­ 
ing dock and tw o years to build a sta ­ 
tionary structure. T he battleships M as­ 
sachusetts and In d ian a have not been in 
dock for the last seven or eig h t m onths. 
The battlesh ip Iow a has not been clean ­ 
ed since she left League island m onths 
ago, and the bottom s of m any of the 
other large ships are in a foul condi 
tiou. 
" T h e ir speed is m aterially reduced, 
they cauunt m aneuver iii the m anner 
th a t naval tactics req u ire aud are con­ 
sequently p retty badly off. 
Of course, 
in case of w ar, E n g lan d ’s position as a 
n eu tral w onld prevent her from p erm it­ 
ting the U nited S tates to uso h er docks.# 
M anifestly th e resu lt w ould be m ost 
disastrous. ” 
The navy yards are also in a bad con­ 
dition for m aking repairs to vessels 
w ibch m ight be dam aged in battle or 
collision. 
C hief 
N aval 
C onstrnctor 
I rich born declared 
th a t m ost of the 
yards w ere w ith o u t m any m odern tools 
w hich w ere absolutely necessary. 
Sec­ 
re ta ry Long declares th a t some of the 
work buildings a t th e League island 
navy yard are in a w retched condition. 
As show ing the condition of th e plants, 
it is only necessary to state th a t th e es­ 
tim ates for im provem ents subm itted by 
the com m andants of navy yards to th e 
chief of the bureau of yards and docks 
am ounted to 
m ore than 
$8,000,000. 
Secretary Tracy appreciated the needs 
of a new steel fleet, for in bis report 
m ade to th e president in 1891 he called 
attention to th e condition of the yards 
and stated th a t “ g re a t im provem ents 
w ould be urgently needed when the new 
steel fleet now building bas been for a 
tim e in com m ission, or if in the m ean­ 
w h ile tho country should suddenly be 
Called to p u t forth its naval stre n g th .” 
T he w arning given by Mr. T racy bas 
not been heeded. 
Each successive year 
secretaries of the navy in th eir ret ort 
have recom m ended th a t appropriations 
lie m ade for im proving navy yard plants. 
Congress has paid no atten tio n to these 
recommendation** and Mr. H ichborn, in 
explaining his estim ate on th is point to 
the com m ittee several days ago, spoko 
very plainly uud showed w h at folly it 
was to expect th e vessels to be kept in 
good condition w h in the navy yard 
plants w ere 
not 
equipped w ith the 
proper tools w ith w hich to properly ex 
ecute the work. 
Engineer in C hief M elville has re ­ 
peatedly called atten tio n to the condi­ 
tion cf the steam engineering plants at 
the various navy yards. 
I t is proposed 
to commence w ith in a short tim e the 
construction of a m odern m achine plant 
at Key W est, w here, according to a re ­ 
port, " in a wooden building a little 
better than a shed are a num ber of pow ­ 
er tools aud a sm all cupola. 
None of 
them is cf large size, aud all of them 
are old patteru, having been in th eir 
present iocs d o n for m any years. 
The 
shop is w ell cared for, aud the tools are 
alw ays in condition for im m ediate use, 
but t i e outfit requires im provem ent. 
" I t is tru e we have no subm erged 
torpedo tubes, ” said an ordnance expert 
recently. "T h e re was some talk of plac­ 
ing them on board the battleships K ear­ 
sarge, K entucky, Illinois, A labam a and 
W isconsin, but this is im possible now, 
because there is not sufficient space re­ 
served for th e purpose. It is recognized 
th at it is desirable th at all of the ves­ 
sels should bo thus equipped, and it is 


roo bad ti.ut some steps have not already 
peen taken in th at direction. 
"T h o report of th ecb ie f of the bureau 
of ordnance show s th a t there are in 
service on beard ships cif tho n a 'J n in e­ 
ty five 6 inch gnus bf ordinary type. 
h it se ought to 1>« con verb d in order to 
on up arm am ent of the vessels up to a 
s»lui»o of efficiency such as is possessed 
ny foreign ships. " —-New York Herald.

" T h e m ajor portion of the siirie s of 
tho great w ealth of the new placer fields 
is founded oil facts. M any fortunes w ill 
be m ade in the K londike d u rin g the 
next few years, but m any w ill come 
back sorely disappointed. 
T he country 
as yet has not been opened up sufficient­ 
ly for the vast crow ds w hich are now 
beginning th eir rush to tho north. 
E v­ 
ery foot of ground for m iles around 
Dawson C ity has been located. 
W e can 
accom m odate 10,000 men up there w ith 
work, b u t as for open ground it cannot 
be found. New d istricts aud new rivers 
w ill have to be discovered and locations 
m ade there. 
T he people in the north 
havo secured the best plum s, and the 
m an w ho goes there now w ill have to 
take w h at he can get. 
C ircle C ity has 
alm ost been d ese rted ; everybody w ent to 
Dawson C ity. T here is plenty of ground 
in the C ircle C ity d istrict open for loca­ 
tion th at w ill yield from $15 to $20 per 
day. 
This, how ever, is not considered 
rich enough a t tho present tim e, a l­ 
though I believe C ircle C ity w ill be re­ 
inhabited d u rin g the com ing .season.” 
C aptain B arrington advises ll A m er­ 
icans to locate near C ircle C ity, w hich 
is in A m erican 
territo ry and conse­ 
quently affoids b etter protection to the 
prospector.— St. Louis ( i lobe Democrat.

" w ra p p e r” schem a 
Every w rapper m eans a cent, and if 
they can get enough w rappers the debt 
w ill be paid off. So circulars have been 
sent broadcast from one end of A m erica 
to the other, w arning good m em bers of 
the W. C. T. U. not to use any kind of 
soap except the " re g u la r” brand, te st­ 
ed, passed npon and found good by Mrs. 
Helen B arker, treasurer of the W. C. T. 
U., aud the o th er w om en of the society, 
w ho are m oving heaven an d earth to 
raise the’ necessary am ount before the 
building falls 
into the bands of the 
m ortgagee and bondholders. 
R ival soap firm s are boiling w ith in ­ 
dignation at the sharp trick th a t has 
been played upon them by an en terp ris­ 
ing Chicago soap com pany, but the 
w rapper schem e prom ises to reach big 
proportions. 
The debt on the tem ple is 
about $800,000. 
The last extension of 
tim o for paym ent expires J u ly I. 
M arshall F ield has prom ised to give 
$50,000 if the women have $250,000 by 
th at tim e .—N ew York W orld. 


IM P O R T A N T D ISC O V E R Y . 


St. Lout* M an C laim * H e C an 
R e c o v e r 
L o st E le c tric ity . 
G eorge F. D urant, the St. L ouis m an­ 
ager, and a corps of B ell Telephone 
com pany em ployees have m ade a m ost 
im p o rtan t discovery concerning the elec­ 
tricity w hich escapes into tho earth from 
wires. Mr. D urant said recently: 
" F ro m experim ents w e have mado 
aud are m aking we are certain th a t the 
cu rren t from tho street car ground w ires 
rem ains in th e earth aud travels un d er­ 
ground and th a t this force can bo Used 
again. 
Wp have been experim enting 
w ith lam ps W e find th at a single w ire, 
w ith the sim plest kind of a connection, 
w ill suffice to produce lig h t from this 
earth current* If the w asted current is, 
say, 20 volts a t one point -and 6 volts 
a t another, a lam p a t the latter point 
connected by w ife W ith th e form er w ill 
he supplied w ith a cu rren t equal to the 
difference between the currents a t th e 
tw o points. 
" I n the iustance cited th ere w onld be 
sufficient cu rren t to supply 14 volts to 
the lamp. 
I can Ste no reason w hy the 
cu rren t could not be carried through 
m otors and dynam os in the sam e way. 
If the actual current as it comes from 
the earth w ere not sufficient, it could 
first be gathered into storage batteries 
aud thus intensified. The current can be 
handled exactly as if it w ere generated 
by a dy n am o .” — New York Sun. 


E dited States ( *om*ul F ow ler of N ing- 
po, C hina, under date of Dec. I, has 
transm itted to tho state departm ent a 
left* r from asw ell inform ed source de­ 
scribing the le g io n adjacent to Kaio 
Chou bay, w hich tfus occupied by a 
G erm an squadron Nov. 14, 1897. The 
w riter says: 
"M y opinion of the m atter is th at 
G erm any is looking fu rth e r than m ere 
reprisal or indem nity. She m ay use this 
as the entering wedge w hich w ill open 
K iao Chon bay to com m erce. As to the 
undeveloped resources of Shangtung, 
whose use w ould be prom oted by a port 
at C hing Tao, I have m uch to say. 
F irst, how ever?let m e state w hat I con 
sider to be the possible prom otion of 
the U nited States com m erce by such a 
move. O ur chief im ports in to C hina to­ 
day are kerosine oil, clocks, watches, 
canned goods, w heat, etc. 
S haugtung 
has usually 
no 
dem and for w heat, 
canned go* (is aud the like, but she has 
an unlim ited capacity for cheap w atches 
and clocks, and w ith a little adaptation 
to her use and financial ab ility (or in ­ 
ab ility ) she could a bsorb 1.000,000 or 
2,000,000 ‘bikes’ w ith ease. 
" I am surprised th a t 
our 
bicycle 
m akers do not seo th eir 
chance. 
A 
w heel m ade strong and cheap, w ith o u t 
too m any luxuries, such* as pneum atic 
tires aud easy saddles, th a t could be 
sold for $25 or $80, gold, w ould go like* 
w ildfire over this province. 
A C hina­ 
man does not m ind the discom fort of a 
bard saddle aud solid tires. 
So also 
m ight th e im portation of cheap w atches 
be 
increased 
indefinitely 
by proper 
agencies at the coast. 
These tw o item s 
have not to do specially w ith C hing 
Tao, except th a t all com m odities of im ­ 
port w ould be cheapened by tho reduc­ 
tion 3f freig h t rates, and C hing Tao 
w ould accom plish this. 
"W h e n we consider the oil business, 
the haul from the coast is of great im ­ 
portance. The great com petitor in Sbaug- 
tung in this line of trade is not R u s­ 
sian, bot the native bean oil. The price 
of kerosene is largely regulated in the 
in terio r by the current price of bean oil, 
not ounce for ontice, however, for the 
fru g al Chinese bas the question of re la ­ 
tiv e rate of consum ption dow n to a fine 
point. 
W hen I raised the point th at 
th e ir figures did not tally, the reply 
was, 'O h, tu t you forget th at ouo oil 
buras faster than another. ’ 
I had not 
‘forgotten, ’ but had never bothered my 
head about the relative burning rate. 
Now, w hat had this to do w ith C hing 
Tao? Much. 
By reducing the overland 
freight rates to the great d istrib u tin g 
centers of foreign goods (e. g., 
W ei 
Hieu, Chou T sun and points farth er 
south) we actually increase sales aud 
profits.” 
The w riter, continuing, points out 
m any reasons why* it is desirable th at 
K iao Chou bay 
should be opened to 
com m erce in substantiation of bis claim 
th a t G erm any is m ore interested in se­ 
curing the products of th is section of 
C hina in a cheap and easy m anner than 
for any one th in g else. 
"V a st untouched beds of sheet m ica, ” 
the report says, " lie w ith in 50 m iles of 
K iao Chou bay. 
The extent of these 
m ica deposits is as yet unknow n, b u t so 
far as I have investigated they prom ise 
to handsom ely repay those w ho are fo r­ 
tu n ate enough to obtain a franchise for 
w orking them . 
T he rolling, sandy h il­ 
locks, midi r w hich the m ica lies, are 
b ut poor lands for cu ltiv atio n , and 
hence th eir use for m ining purposes de- 
'traets nothing from the cereal produc­ 
ing capacity cf the region. 
The m ica 
crops out at in terv als over some 50 
square m iles and in veins som etim es 
ten feet thick. 
Of course m uch of it is 
discolored 
by 
foreign 
m inerals, 
but 
w hat I have seen assures mo th at there 
are vast q u an titie s of good com m ercial 
m aterial. 
"C oal is now being m ined in a crude 
w ay north of A ukiu city, 200 Ii from 
K iao city. 
T he vein is very th ick — 
eight feet in places—and is a soft b itu ­ 
m inous variety. It can hardly be called 
first class. 
T he m ines near Iehowfoo 
are m ore prom ising in quality. 
Copper 
aud iron exist in m any places w ith in 
reach of C hing 
Tao, but the q u ality 
hap not yet been tested on a large scale. 
The copper of A ukiu county (H oien), 
90 m iles due w est of Kiao Chou city, is 
rich and tho u g h t to be abundant. 
The 
outcroppings reveal sm all pieces of a l­ 
m ost pure n ativ e m etal. 
" S ilv e r bearing lead galena is very 
abundant in central Shangtung. M arble 
aud other building stone exist in large 
beds north of P iugtu city and could be 
easily handled at C hing Tao. Gold and 
silver exist, but these m etals do not 
count m uch in commerce. 
Tobacco is 
an im portant product of central Sbaug- 
tung, especially in this country (W ti 
u ;, .. \ i» 
iI.,..

The 
early aim of common school education 
Was the making of practical men aud 
women, and hy ’’practical” was meant 
a preparation for the ordinary bread­ 
winning affairs of life. Not that the 
moral side of education was ignored, 
but it was believed that the three B’s 
and the bard and fast sciences, together 
with a general indorsement of religion 
aud good ethics, were sufficient factors 
in character building and all that the 
schools should supply. Mnsic, litera­ 
ture and drawing, if they found any 
place in the curriculum, were merely 
incidents that were not sufficiently 
practical to tie requisites nor was their 
more subtle and potent influence on the 
character and the higher development 
of the mind appreciated or perceived. 
Ornamental they might be, but they 
were not believed to be nseful. Only a 
visionary 
sentimentality 
considered 
these arts aa Decenary to public educa­ 
tion. Today art, in a broad sense, occu­ 
pies a far higher place in the regard of 
every educator of note aud of every 
man who is alive to the interests of 
well balanced aud symmetrical educa­ 
tion. 
In fact, the art influence in edu 
cation is coming to be adequately ap­ 
preciated, and art is no longer considered 
au incident in life, but rather the real 
fty itself. 
We are not attempting to detract 
from the nobility of labor. That educu 
tion which founds industries, which 
adds to the comfort of mankind, which 
makes possible the cultivation of the 
arts, we must recognize, uphold aud ad­ 
mire, but that education which tells 
us we are not altogether commercial

Two missionaries were last August 
sent to the Klondike by two New York 
women under the auspices of the Pres­ 
byterian board of Home Missiona 
The 
uauies of the women are kept a secret 
by the board. 
A letter bus recently been received by 
Mr. D. J. McMillan, corresponding sec­ 
retary of the board, from these mission­ 
aries—the Rev. S. Hall Young and Dr. 
W. A. McEwen. 
The letter is from 
Dawson City and is dated Dec. I. 
It 
was carried from Dawson City to the 
nearest outpost of civilization by Jimmy 
Jackson, an Indian, who bas a record 
for going where no other man can go. 
The letter announces the establish­ 
ment of the first church in the Klondike 
and says that there is food enough there 
to last till spring with economy. 
If 
provirions reach the miners by the 1st 
of April, the danger of absolute want 
will be entirely passed. 
Mr. Young writes that he aud bis 
companion are the only missionaries 
who reached Klondike City, two miles 
from Dawson City, their destination, 
before the winter set in. Hiuce then, of 
course, nobody has arrived I bora 
They started at once to provide a 
place of worship for the miners. On 
this point Mr. Young writes: 
” I found a new ly erected two story 
house 
belonging 
to a saloonkeeper, 
which he offered to let us have on the 
following terms: T’ie large rooinou the 
first floor one month for $100 in ad 
Vance, or the whole house (there are six 
8 by IO rooms in the upper story) anti 
May 15, seven month!, for $650, giving 
five days to raise the money. 
“ Well, I prayed and hustled am 
called on several friends. First, I got 
the $100, which secured the room for 
the next Sunday. I advertised aud bac 
a nice meeting, attendance, 50; oollec 
tiou, $40. 
“ Then I arranged to sublet the up 
stairs rooms at $20 per mouth each 
They are little, rough, cold, uufurnishec 
boxes, tu t were eagerly snapped up the 
Arri day. I got the renters to advance 
all they could and borrowed the rest 
from the gold commissioner, Mr. Paw 
cot. At the expiration of five days 
paid the other $750 and got the lease o ' 
the building.” 
But there were troubles ahead. On 
the 21st of November one of the lodgers 
came home filled with whisky. 
Al 
though caudles 
were worth $J.60 
apiece, be lighted one and then kicker 
it over. The building was burned to 
tbs ground. 
The pluck of the missionaries bac 
aroused the enthusiasm of the miners, 
however, and gold was forthcoming in 
paying quantities. Mr. Young arguer 
for aud wou the observance of Sunduy 
in the camp, and the ” opera bouse,” 
which had been used for other purposes 
on that day is now tUe church. 
Somebody stole two bags of flour from 
the missionaries, but the thief has been 
forgiven. The missionaries have started 
a Young People's Society of Christian 
Endeavor aud a brunch of the Y. IL 
O. A. 
The letter closes: 
“ I walkid over 20 miles on Tuesday 
with the thermometer at 67 degrees be 
low zero, mude 11 calls sud found about 
60 church people who will attend the 
meetings. 
“ Flour is $1.60 per pound; candles, 
$1.50 apiece; meat, $1.25 per pound, 
and other food in proportion. Flour can 
hardly be had at any price and grocer­ 
ies eau scarcely be bought at the stores. 
“ Un the other hand, some of the 
mines are pouring forth constant streams 
of gold uud there is no difiiculty iii pay­ 
ing obligations. ” 
The letter has been scut by Mr. Mc­ 
Millan to the two wuiu‘*n who sent out 
the missionaries.

The fever and diarrhoeal diseases which 
have been so pervalent in our city for 
acme time past, are, in my judgement, 
oaused almost wholly from th* impure 
water which we are compelled to use. 
I am fully aware that filtration does 
cot destroy all of the disease germs con* 
trined in water, yet some system which 
would give us cleaner and clearer water 
would be of great benefit to our city. 


F o r the last three months the water 
tarnished oar people has contained au 
amount of filth aud mud which has ren­ 
dered it unfit to use for washing and 
cooking, to say nothing for drinking 
purposes. 
A system of 
filtration should 
be 
adopted at once, in fact, is iu my opiu- j 
ion. an imperative need for the health 
aud lives of our citizens, and the cost of 
nome such system,which should bt* borne 
by the water rents, would be of small 
moment in comparison with the bene­ 
fits which would result. 
Our water works superintendent has 
proved the right man in the right place, 
aud has beeu equal to all emergencies 
which have arisen as the growth of our 
city has demanded better and increased 
water facilities, and if this matter is 
urged as it should be. he will no doubt 
be able to devise a plan whereby we 
may have purer and cleaner water.

Chicago C apitalists Hays 


I Rig Ranch In M ellen. 
A Chicago syndicate, with $1,000,000 
capital, has negotiated for tho purchase 
of the Lopes rune! 
said to be the lar­ 
gest ranch in northern Mexico. August 
Jeruherg, a real estate man of Chicago, 
started recently for Mexico to clinch the 
deal by making the first payment. 
The 
syndicate bas agreed to pay $$00,000 for 
the much. The purchase is probably the 
largest of its kind negotiated by Chicago 
capitalists in a number of years. 
The 
ranch embraces 1,200,000 acres of roll­ 
ing prairie land. Besides its agricultur­ 
al richness it contains valuable deposits 
of asphaltum. Thirty thousand bead of 
entitle are included in the purchase.

knowledge, Mrs. Hears! bas invited the 
best architects in every civilized nation 
to compete and bas provided a generous 
reward for the one who shall be adjudg­ 
ed successful as well as compensation for 
those who are not. For over a year Mrs. 
Hearst has bad ber agents traveling all 
over the world to interest the best archi­ 
tects of all countries in this competi­ 
tion and in securing the consent of emi­ 
nent men to act as judges. 
This work 
was recently completed and was follow­ 
ed on the 15th of this month by the is­ 
suance of a programme of the purposes 
of Mrs. Hearst w ith reference to the 
university, with roups of the present 
grounds and buildings, and fall and de 
tailed information as to what would be 
expected of the contestants for the prize 
which she offers. 
She bus set apart a 
sum total of $20,000 to be devoted to 
premiums for the best plans. 
At least 
$8,000 of this is to be the first prize, 
and the remainder for other premiums. 
No less than five plans are to be given 
prizes, but the jury retains the right to 
distribute the total allotment of money 
among a greater number of plans, tak- j 
lug into consideration the number and 
m erit of the compositions submitted. 
But this $20,000 for the prizes does 
not begin to represent the outlay which 
Mrs. Hearst will inuke just for these 
plans alone. Rho bas paid all the ex­ 
penses of securing the services of a com­ 
petent jury to award the premiums and 
in addition will pay all the expenses of 
architects successful iii the preliminary 
awards who wish to see the location of 
tho university aud study the situation 
on tho spot. It is believed the total ex­ 
pense of conducting this competition 
will bo folly $50,000. 
Nothing, of course, will be done or 
can be done toward building the pro­ 
posed new university until the plans 
have I* en decided upon by this contest, i 
bat there is already $4,000,000 in dona­ 
tions pledged to the fulfillment of the 
se Ii * me when this shall have been de­ 
termined. Of this a large amount is 
supposed to represent the pledge of Mrs. 
Hearst. 
How much is not known, nor, 
indeed, is it known how* much more she 
intends to give. Mr. Edward H. Clark, 
the manager of tho Hearst estate, with 
offices in the Mills building, New York, 
says he does not know, aud be doubts if 
Mrs. Hearst herself has fully decided. 
it has been stated, however, that Mrs. 
Hearst offered to erect two buildings at 
her own expense, one of which was to 
be a memorial to her late husband, 
Bo far Mrs. H earst’s donations to the 
university have not been large in the 
light of what she intends to do, bat she 
bas always been thoughtful of the in­ 
stitution's needs and bas given several 
material contributions. 
She has en­ 
dowed eight scholarships to bring a 
college corone w ithin the reach of girl* 
not otherwise able to afford i t She was 
appointed a regent of the university last 
year. 
The outline of the scheme of the new 
university presents a good picture of the 
grandness of the result when achieved 
and the largeness of the spirit behiud 
the movement. The conditions call for 
28 buildings, and the collection is in­ 
tended to iuclnde all that could in auy 
way be found necessary to teach the 
higher branches of learning. 
Each de­ 
partment is to have as near as may be 
its own building or buildings. 
To give an idea of the magnitude of 


for is only necessary.

Administration building, with innumer­ 
able offices; university library, univer­ 
sity museum, auditorium, with lecture, 
concert and theater arrangements; m il­ 
itary est a bi i sh men t, with lecture rooms, 
libraries, museum, gallery of models, 
armories, sheltered court for drills aud 
drill field ; gymnasium, two large halls. 
each provided with 200 dressing rooms 
and IOO shower baths, two swimming 
tanks and a large drilling and exercis­ 
ing field; priuliug and publishing es 
tablishtneut; habitation 
the assistant doctor, 
ent, head oi the material department 
and his family; lodgings for 8,000 eta- 
deuts; clubhouses for undergraduates, 
for alumni, for professors aud officers; 
infirmary, 
with sickrooms, gardens, 
courts, baths, physicians’ consulting 
rooms, drawing rooms, dining rooms, 
kitchen and pantry; approach and com­ 
munication, (laths, stairways, porches, 
buildings for general service, plant for 
beat aud light, telegraph station), pneu­ 
matic service, warehouse, fire depart­ 
ment, gardening, departments of in- 
ftrnction in general, various offices and 
conveniences; department of philosophy 
and pedaaogy, one lecture room for 400 
students, ten lecture rooms for 30 to 60 
students, 12 laboratories for experiments; 
in like manner many lecture rooms for 
the departments of jurisprudence, his­ 
tory and political science, ancient and 
modern languages, mathematics, phys­ 
ics, astronomy, chemistry, national his­ 
tory, zoology, botany, fine arts, agricul­ 
ture, mechanical aud civil engineering. 
Every detail of these proposed build­ 
ings is outlined with great care and de­ 
tail. For instance, in the department of 
chemistry it is provided that there shall 
be ti re prix if rooms for furnaces, bombs 
and explosives, dark rooms for photo­ 
graphic and similar experiments, sepa­ 
rate rooms for poisonous gases aud glass 
covered conrts for outdoor work. 
That there will be ample funds to 
carry out 
this 
magnificent 
purpose 
seems certain. 
Besides the $4,600,000 
already pledged, aud of which Mrs. 
Hearst is supposed to be the largest con­ 
tributor, the present resources of the 
university are valued at nearly $9,000,- 
OOO, and in addition to the income from 
this source tho institution gets yearly 
from the United States $400,000 and 
$250,000 from the state tax. 
But Mrs. Hearst would be fully able 
to carry ber dream of the most magnifi­ 
cent university in the world to reality 
with her own resources if it should be 
necessary. 
When Ben»tor Hearst died, 
his estate was inventoried at $20,000,- 
OOO, aud it has been variously estimated 
since at from $10,000,000 to $35,000,- 
OOO. 
Mrs. Hearst, with whom this spleu 
did idea originated, is a woman of edu 
cation and learning aud in addition to 
speaking several of the modern lan­ 
guages fluently is well versed in Greek 
aud Latin. She has long been identified 
with many departments of woman’s 
work, especially in edneational lines. 
Bhe bas founded and maintained many 
free kindergartens and is one of the 
promoters of the proposed national uni­ 
versity at Washington, in accordance 
with the ideas of the nation’s first pre*- 
ideut.—Chicago Tribune.

FEATHER LAMP SHADES.

Plum age of Bird*. 
The latest novelty in the way of a 
lamp shade is made oat of the soft, 
smooth lying under feathers taken from 
the breast and head of large birds. 
These shades are not intended to screen 
the entire flame. 
They are set on one 
side of the glass globe aud are about as 
big us a very full moon, or an oval 
moon, if that shape is liked better. An 
owl shade for a reading lamp is made of 
tho gray aud white mottled feathers of 
the ordinary gray owl aud is designed 
iii the exact likeness of the owl's head. 
The short curvt d beak, the prominent 
eyes, w ith their rimmed circles, aud the 
upstanding ears are all reproduced. Such 
a shade costs $2. 75. One representing a 
white owl’s head is sold for 50 cents 
more owing to the scarcity of the white 
owl. 
There are cheaper feather shades, 
made from dyed feathers put together 
in stereotyped (latterns, and there are 
rare and delicate shades contrived of 
rich tinted bird of paradise feathers 
and the blended hues that hint of the 
peafowl’s plumage. The sober grays aud 
pale browns and shaded W’ood tints of 
the hawk and the heron are most sought 
for, but the bright colored feathers 
make an effective shade for a drawing 
room lamp or fog ono used in a room 
requiring gay colors. Tiny candle shades 
scarcely larger than 
a seashell 
and 
prettily curved are also made of feath­ 
ers, and the effect is novel and pretty. 
In all cases the back of the feather 
shade is covered with silk of neutral 
tint. These novelties are neither heavy 
in weight nor heavy to look at.-—New 
York Bun.

friends, ho took up a New York news 
puper in which he was mentioned as a 
probable candidate for the presidency.

No, sir. I know what I am fit for. 
"an command a body of men in a rough 
way, but I'm not tit for president.' We 
were all silent, but gave him credit, as 
I afterward found, for this proof of good 
sense. 
He bud resolved to retire fluid 
public life aud pass the remainder of his 
lays in peace aud quiet on his furm. " 
That he was not allowed to carry out 
sis benevolent intentions wus owing bi 
bis enthusiastic fellow citizens of Ten­ 
nessee, who, in 1823, elected bim to 
represent them in the uutkual senate 
for the full term of *ix years.

.lrOdem Tool* :*nd Gun* N eeded , 
The navy in its present condition is a 
weak arni for the go v em men $$o depend 
open to in sot possible enemies. 
The 
I resident appreciates that this is true. 
He bad a long talk with Assistant Sec­ 
retary of the Navy Roosevelt a few days 
ago, and tbut official assured bim that 
tin re are many im portant things in 
which the navy is deficient. 
While some of the ships, such os the 
battleships Indiana, Massachusetts and 
Iowa, the armored cruiser Brooklyn 
aud a few others are flue vessels of 
their respective types, they can hardly 
bo effective against a force of modern 
vessels such as a foreign nation would 
send against us in time of war. 
If the 
nuvy were equipped with the battle­ 
ships Kcarsarge, Kentucky, Alabama, 
Illinois and Wisconsin, 
the 
service 
might be in condition for an emergency, 
but the first two ships will not be ready 
for service until the latter part of next 
year. and thoro is no telling when the 
Alabama, Wisconsin and Illinois w ill be 
available. 
Congress authorized these 
throe Yesels, but failed to make provi­ 
sions for their armor. 
One of the worst fanlta of the navy 
as it exists today is its lack of dry- 
dock a lu case of war the battleships 
woultf fee badly crippled as a result of 
tho absence of these structures. 
Dry* 
dock No. ll, in Brooklyn, is a failure; 
tho Fort Royal drydock will not be 
used by tho department for fear that it 
may give ra y , and there is no other 
dock on the Atlantic coast that can be 
used by a battleship. In case of w ar the 
problem that would confront the navy 
would be, Where can battleships be sent 
to be docked? 
’It is a mistake to think that a dock 
can be built in a day," M id a naval offi­ 
cer of high rank with whom I talked re­ 
cently. “ It takes a yea* tqbuild a float­ 
ing dock and two years to build a sta­ 
tionary structure. The battleships Mas­ 
sachusetts and Indiana have not been in 
dock for the last seven or eight months. 
The battleship Iowa has not been clean­ 
ed since she left League island months 
ago, and the bottoms of many of the 
other large ships are in a foul cond! 
Hon. 
“ Their speed is materially reduced, 
they cauunt maneuver iii the manner 
that naval tactics require and are con­ 
sequently pretty badly off. 
Of coarse, 
in rase of war, England's position as a 
neutral would prevent ber from perm it­ 
ting the United States to uso her docka 
Manifestly the result would be most 
di'iiMtroua. ” 
The navy yards are also in a bad con­ 
dition for making repairs to vessels 
wibch might be damaged iii battle or 
collision. 
Chief 
Naval 
Constructor 
11 inkhorn declared that most of the 
yards were without many modern tools 
w hich wen* absolutely necessary. 
Sec­ 
retary Long declares that some of the 
work buildings at the League island 
navy yard are in a wretched condition. 
As showing the condition of the plants, 
it is only necessary to state that the es- 
•..^.ates for improvements submitted by 
the commandants of navy yanls to the 
chief of the bun an of yards and docks 
amounted to more thau $8,000,000. 
Secretary Tracy appreciated the needs 
cf a new steel fleet, for iii his report 
made to the president in 1891 he called 
attention to tile condition cf the yards 
and stated that “ gn at improvements 
would bo urgently needid wheil the uew 
steel fleet now building has (teen for a 
time in commission, or if iu the mean­ 
while tho country should suddenly be 
called to put forth its naval strength." 
The warning given by Mr. Tracy has 
not benn heeded. Each successive year 
secretaries of the navy in their ret ort 
have recommend* d that appropriations 
tie made for improving navy yard plants. 
Congress has paid no attention to these 
recommendations, und Mr. llicbboru, in 
explaining bis estimate on tins point to 
the committee several days ago, spoke 
very plainly aud showed what folly it 
was to expect the vessels to be kept iu 
good couditiou when the navy yard 
plants were not equipped with the 
proper tools with which to properly ex 
acute the work. 
Eugineer in Chief Melville has re­ 
peatedly called attention to the condi­ 
tion cf the steam engineering plants at 
the various navy yards. 
It is proposed 
to commence within a short time the 
construction of a modern machine plant 
at Key West, where, according to a re­ 
port, “ in a wooden building a little 
better than a shed are a number of pow­ 
er tools aud a small cupola. None of 
them is cf largo size, aud all of them 
are old pattern, having beeu in their 
pres* ut location for many years. 
Tho 
shop is well cared for, aud the tools are 
always in condition for immediate use, 
but the outfit requires improvement. 
“ It is true we have no submerged 
torpedo tubes," said un ordnance expert 
recently. “ There was some talk of plac­ 
ing them on bourd the battleships hear- 
sargo, Kentucky, Illinois, Alabama und 
Wisconsin, but this is impossible now, 
because there is not sufficient space re­ 
served for the purpose. It is recognized 
tbut it is desirable that all of the ves­ 
tals should bo thus equipped, and it la 


too bad ti,ai homo steps have not already 
peen taken in that direction. 
“ Thu report of the chief of the bureau 
of ordnance shows that there are in 
service on board ships of the navy nine­ 
ty-five ti inch guns bf ordinary type. 
l’ht se ought to bs converted in order to 
un Mg armament of the vessels up to a 
plane of efficiency such as is possessed 
ny foreign ships. “ —-New York Herald

Captain E. M. Barrington, an old res­ 
ident of the Yukon country, is in Colo­ 
rado Springs. He is known to be a thor­ 
oughly reliable man and has this to say 
of the Alaskan gnldfields: 
“ The major portion of the stories of 
the great wealth of the new placer fields 
is founded on facts Many fortunes will 
be made in the Klondike daring the 
next few years, but many will come 
back sorely disappointed. 
The country 
as yet has not been opened np sufficient­ 
ly for the vast crowds which are now 
beginning their rush to the north. 
Ev­ 
ery foot of ground for miles around 
Dawson City bas been located. 
We can 
accommodate 10,000 men up there with 
work, but as for open ground it cannot 
be found. New districts aud new rivers 
will have to be discovered and locations 
made there 
Tho people in the north 
have secnred the best plains, and the 
man who goes there now will have to 
take what he can get. 
Circle City has 
almost been deserted; everybody went to 
Dawson City. There is plenty of ground 
iii the Circle City district opeu for loca­ 
tion that will yield from $15 to $20 per 
day. 
This, however, is not considered 
rich enough at the present time, al­ 
though I believe Circle City will be re- 
inhabited during the coming season." 
Captain Barrington advises ll Amer­ 
icans to locate near Circle City, which 
is in American 
territory ami conse­ 
quently affoids better protection to the 
prospector.—St. Louis Globe Democrat

■•heme of th* Woman's 
Temperance Union. 
The big debt that bangs over the 
Woman's temple is to be washed away 
by soap. It will take 80,000,000 bars to 
do it, but the ardent members of the W. 
C. T. U. from Maine to California have 
made a vow to use just as much soap as 
possible; and all of one kind. 
For the 
managers of the Woman’s temple have 
entered into a Broad and comprehensive 
“ wrapper” scheme. 
Every wrapper means a cent, and if 
they cun get enough wrappers the debt 
will be paid off So circulars have been 
sent broadcast from one end of America 
to the other, warning good members of 
the W. CL T. U. not to use any kind of 
soap except the “ regular” brand, test­ 
ed, passed upon and found good by Mrs. 
Helen Barker, treasurer of the W. C. T. 
U., and the other women of the society, 
who are moving heaven and earth to 
raise the' necessary amount before the 
building falls into the hands of the 
mortgagee and bondholders. 
Rival soap firms are boiling with in­ 
dignation at the sharp trick that bas 
been played upon them by an enterpris­ 
ing Chicago soap company, but the 
wrapper scheme promises to reach big 
proportions. 
Tho debt on the temple is 
about $800,000. 
The last extension of 
time for payment expires July I. 
Marshall Field has promised to give 
$50,000 if the women have $250,000 by 
that tim e.—New York World. 


IMPORTANT DISCOVERY. 


S t Lout* M en Claim * B e Can R ecover 
Lost E lectricity . 
George F. Durant, the St. Louis man­ 
ager, and a corps of Bell Telephone 
company employees have made a most 
important disco* cry concerning tho elec­ 
tricity which escape* into the earth from 
wires. Mr. Durant said recto By: 
“ From ex;* rinicnta we have made 
aud aro making we are certain that the 
current from the sttei t car ground wires 
remains in the earth aud travels under­ 
ground arni that this force eau tie Used 
again. 
Wp have been experimenting 
with lamps Wo find that a single wire, 
with the simplest kind of a connection, 
will suffice to produce light from this 
eurth current, lf the wasted current is, 
say, 20 volts at one point -and 0 volts 
at another, a lamp at tho latter point 
coumcttd by wire with tho former w ill4 
be supplied w ith a current equal to the 
difference between the currents at the 
two point*. 
“ In the instance cited there would be 
sufficient current to supply 14 volts to 
the lamp 
I can st e no reason why the 
current could not to cairitd through 
motors and dynamos in the same way. 
lf the actual current as it comes from 
the earth were not sufficient, it could 
first be gathered into storage batteries 
aud thus intensified. The current can be 
handled exactly as if it were generated 
by a dynamo. ’—New York San

“ When we consider the oil business, 
the haul from the coast is of great im­ 
portance.

Now, what had this to do with Ching 
Tao? Much 
By reducing the overland 
freight rates to the great distributing 
centers of foreign goods (e. g.. Wei 
Hieu, Chou 'IVun and points farther 
south) we actually increase sales aud 
p .is.” 
The writer, continuing, points out 
many reasons why4 it is desirable that 
Kiao Chou buy should be opened to 
commerce in substantiation of bis claim 
that Germany is more interested in se­ 
curing the products of this section of 
China in a cheap and easy manner thau 
for any one thing else. 
“ Vast untouched beds of sheet mica, ” 
the report says, “ lie within 60 miles of 
Kiao Chou bay. 
The extent of these 
mica deposits is as yet unknown, but so 
far as I have investigated they promise 
to handsomely repay those who are for­ 
tunate enough to obtain a franc bise for 
I working them. The rolling, sandy h il­ 
locks, under which the mica lies, are 
but poor lands for cultivation, and 
hence their use for mining purposes de­ 
tracts nothing from the cereal produc­ 
ing capacity of the region. 
The mica 
crops out at intervals over some 60 
square miles aud iii veins sometimes 
U n feet thick. 
Of course much of it is 
discolored by foreign minerals, 
but 
what I have seen azures mo that there 
are vast quantities of good commercial 
material. 
“ Coal is uow being mined in a crude 
way north of Aukiu city, 200 Ii from 
Kiao city. 
The vein is very thick— 
eight feet in places—and is a soft bitu­ 
minous variety, it can hardly be called 
first class. 
'I he mines near lchowtoo 
are more promising in quality. Copper 
aud iron exist in many places within 
reach of Ching 
Tao, but the quality 
has not yet been tested on a large Beala 
The copper of Aukin county (Hoien), 
90 miles due west of Kiao Chou city, is 
rich and thought to be abundant. 
The 
outcroppings reveal small pieces of al­ 
most pure native metal. 
“ Silver bearing lead galena is very 
abundant iu central Hhangtung. Marble 
aud other buihliug stone exist in large 
beds north of Fiugtu city and could be 
easily handled at Ching Tao. Gold aud 
silver exist, but these metals do not 
count much in commerce. 
Tobacco is 
an important product of central Hbaug- 
tung, especially in this country (Wtf 
H ieu). ’ ’—Washiugtou Post.
